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Continuation of 11. does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: 

Regarding independent claim 1 , the Applicant argues in page 1 of the remarks that "Harel fails to disclose, suggest, or in any other way 
render obvious the recitation that a new frame structure is generated." However, the Applicant acknowledges that Harel et al. disclose 
"reading the 'PW type' in the label stack of a received frame." It is noted that in the previously recited paragraph 98, Harel et al. discloses 
reading the "PW type" label to determine the traffic type and subsequently reframes the packets as output frames. Using the broadest 
reasonable interpretation, reframing the processed packets as output frames can be interpreted as generating a new frame structure as 
recited in claim 1. 

For at least the reasons explained in this form, the request for reconsideration has been considered by does not place the application in 
condition for allowance. Independent claims 10 and 17 have been amended to include the limitations discussed above regarding claim 1. 
However, the amendments introduce limitations that were not previously included in claims 10 and 17. Therefore, the amendments will not 
be entered because they raise new issues that would require further consideration and/or search. 
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
